school, county and city health 
oficers at the Annory in UMiia- 
viile. Discussions of die preva- 
lence of the hookworm in Ken- 
tucky, and methods of eradicating 
it, were the predominating subjects 
at the mimiai: 

The hookworm, which, it is 
claimed, was discovered in Keii- 
ti-cky bv Dr. Lilliam H. South, 
Stale haelenologist. I^ss than a 
\ ear ago, was discussed. Dr. A. 
T. McCorraack, of Bowling Green, 
ho has b.-ea miking a!i exhtus- 
tive study on the <-nbiect was the 
first apeaker. 

The prevalence of the hookworm 
in this State is alarming, according 
to Dr. McCormack. He declared 
that oM of 8,824 speciaiens ex- 
amined from patients in 107 
counties, up to July i, 2,177 cases 
showed hookworm. This is o er 
25 per cent. Of the o^er cases. 
45 per cent were aMkled with 
some kind of intestinal parasite. 
In the city of Bowling Green, he 
say.s, he found thirty caaes out ot 
Soyeaanrined.

The skin of hookworm patients 
assumes a marked paleness becatise 
ot the blood, v hich is called anemia 
Swelling ot tace, feet or ankles 
may he present. The exprea^ii n 
o. face may be marked by anxiety 
or one of marked stupidity. Ribs 
very prominent, in advanced cases; 
the shoulder blades sre prominent 
and the patient prasentfi a "stoop- 
ed" appearance. 

The muscles may be very safe 
and weak and the patient is easily 
tired, being compiled to rest 
freqiientlv ftom«iertion. In the 
absence ot pronounced symptons 
this tendency to tire easily and 
shirk work may be attributed by 
the parent or teacher to laziness 
and this is why the disease has 
been called "lazy disease".
